Johnstown, Pa., Octobeer 1—In the 


Shadow of the famous old South Fork 
Dam site, where a great body of 
water broke loose 28 years ago and 
virtually destroyed the city, Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt yesterday after- 
noon drew a simile between the de- 
struction caused by that flood as a re- 
sult of unpreparedness and the de- 
struction that threatens the United 
States and other 
nations 'for 
the 


name reason. 


Mr- Roosevelt, after speaking less 


than 10 minutes, abruptly halted his 
talk when a heavy downpour drove 
him and his; audience to hasty shelter 
beneath a huge condemned grand- 
stand. 
It was immediately announc- 


ed that the speaking would be trans- 
ferred to the Cambria theatre, where, 
"at 4 p. m. the address was made. 


At Luna park Mr. Roosevelt was 


introduced by Congressman John A. 
Rose 
who said, 
the Colonel was 


"America's foremost private citizen; 
also, the most fearless and convinc- 
ing." 
Wild cheers greeted the state- 


ment. 


More than 10,000 persons fought 


and scrambled for .street cars when 
the downpour definitely halted the 
.Colonel's speech, and in a isea of mud 
.men, women and children sought .to 
find shelter from the Story. An hour 
later most of them had reached town, 
only to find that the Cambria theater 
would hold less than 3,500 people.

War Risk Insurance Bureau Gives 


Orders For Disguising Ships 


Secretary of Treasury Decides on 


Ships' Under Heavy Sitfoke Screens 


Washington, Oct. 1—Beginning to- 


morrow every vessel leaving the Uni- 
ted States for European and Mediter- 
ranean ports will have to obey Treas- 
ury department regulations relative 
to armament, fuel and smoke screens, 
and paintings to obtain invisibility 
which have been adopted as a part uf 
the plans of this country and the al- 
lies for dealing with the German sub- 
marine menace. 


The vessels must be armed in ac- 


cordance with the recommendations of 
the navy department. 
The bureau 


of war risk insurance will charge an 
additional rate of one per cent on each 
voyage of vessels failing to comply 
with this requirement. 


Each vessel must be painted in ac- 


cordance with one of the systems that 
are recommended by the Ship Protec- 
tion committee of the 
Emergency 


Fieet corporation.

Mr- Roosevelt, after speaking less 


than 10 minutes, abruptly halted his 
talk when a heavy downpour drove 
him and his; audience to hasty shelter 
beneath a huge condemned grand- 
stand. 
It was immediately announc- 


ed that the speaking would be trans- 
ferred to the Cambria theatre, where, 
"at 4 p. m. the address was made. 


At Luna park Mr. Roosevelt was 


introduced by Congressman John A. 
Rose 
who said, 
the Colonel was 


"America's foremost private citizen; 
also, the most fearless and convinc- 
ing." 
Wild cheers greeted the state- 


ment. 


More than 10,000 persons fought 


and scrambled for .street cars when 
the downpour definitely halted the 
.Colonel's speech, and in a isea of mud 
.men, women and children sought .to 
find shelter from the Story. An hour 
later most of them had reached town, 
only to find that the Cambria theater 
would hold less than 3,500 people.

Orders For Disguising Ships 


Secretary of Treasury Decides on 


Ships' Under Heavy Sitfoke Screens 


Washington, Oct. 1—Beginning to- 


moiTow every vessel leaving the Uni- 
ted States for European and Mediter- 
ranean ports will have to obey Treas- 
ury department regulations relative 
to armament, fuel and smoke screens, 
and paintings to obtain invisibility 
which have been adopted as a part uf 
the plans of this country and the al- 
lies for dealing with the German sub- 
marine menace. 


The vessels must be armed in ac- 


cordance with the recommendations of 
the navy department. 
The bureau 


of war risk insurance will charge an 
additional rate of one per cent on each 
voyage of vessels failing to comply 
with this requirement. 


Each vessel must be painted in ac- 


cordance with one of the systems that 
are recommended by the Ship Protec- 
tion committee of the 
Emergency 


Fieet corporation.
